For Non-Payment Of Taxes 


I am writing today out of 
deep concern about a two 
page. Legal Notice in the 
Quincy Sun dated Thurs- 
_ day May 9, 2019 that iden- 
tifies properties the City of 
Quincy plans to take May 
24, 2019 for pene 
of taxes. 

Drawn here by the long 
history of humanistic writ- 
ing, the focus on academics, 
and the elevation of human 
rights above many ‘other 
states, I have lived here 
over 30 years. 

Once, -I-read that Dis- 
trict of Columbia was taking 
property over very trivial 
back taxes for even less than 
$100 dollars — dispropor- 
tionally affecting poor black 
property owners. I was sure 
such an egregious violation 
could not happen in Quincy 
— to anyone. 

When I saw this post- 
ing in which the very first 
Quincy property listed will 
be foreclosed May 24, 2019 
for $258.34 plus interest and 
penalties, and others like it 
on the two pages of listed 
properties I could not be- 
lieve my.eyes! i 

It seems to me that a 
government of the people, 
by. the people, and for the 
people should first assume 
that such failure to pay is 
for good reason or omis- 
sion, not for no good rea- 
son. I am familiar with the 
elderly having health issues 
that suddenly cause them to 


wherewithal to manage their 
affairs. This too is a bio- 
logical reality; they are not 
a scofflaw. 

I‘ believe in a society 
where a government works 
on behalf of all its citizens, 
including those afflicted 


’ with illness, old age, loss

' The two page spread 
does not state anywhere 
what outreach efforts have 
been performed on behalf of 
these citizens. It should if it 
did any. 

I worry that should I go 
abroad on an extended trip 
and become hospitalized I 


‘might fail to receive and be 


able to pay my property tax 
bill. I have asked several 
folks in town hall about the 
possibility of getting these 
bills by email as well as in 
the mail so I never miss one, 
and being able to pay it on- 
line from where ever I am. 
It seems like a simple re- 
quest. “Help me never miss 
paying a bill.” Yet, the an- 
swer has been “no, we don’t 
do that.” That will set many 


‘ people up for failure. 


If you don’t do your ut- 
most to make the bills avail- 
able to property owners the 
way the property owner 


wishes to receive it, I be- 
lieve Quincy is out of step 
with the times. Is it holding 
people hostage to a single 
USPS mailing or a pair of 
mailings? Shall I go into’ 
the increasing rate of misde- 
livery of mail? What about 
the pile of advertising that 
a single piece of first class 
mail might be hidden in? 
This has happened to me. It 
is not just theory! 

In summary, I think our 
city council and our state 
legislators should try to find 
a set of better solutions that 
can isolate the true scoff- 
laws from those that have 
just experienced adversity 
plus multiple methods of 
communication to owners. 
I am aghast at the City’s ac- 
tions or failure to explain to 
the public, the due diligence 
efforts made. I call on our 
elected representatives to 
make this matter a priority — 
to ensure humanism in City 
Hall.

Mayor Amelio Della Chiesa said that he will expedite 
the half million dollar Quincy Center Development project 
authorized by the City Council. 

By a vote of 7 to 2 the council approved taking and loan 
orders that will provide for both the expansion in off-street 
parking facilities and the opening up of the traffic bottle- 
neck at the easterly end of Granite Street at the northerly 
approach to the Ross Parking area. 

Only Councillors George G. Burke and Richard W. Barry 
voted against the proposal. 

The project included the addition of 161 parking spaces 
between Granite St. and the Hancock Cemetery as well as 
the widening of Granite St. between Hancock St. and Up- 
land Rd. (Editor’s note: The parking area would be named 
after Walter Albert Della Chiesa, Mayor Della Chiesa’s 
son, a graduate of West Point, who was lost when his plane 
crashed off Okinawa on the first day of the Korean War.

Changes in parking regulations recommended by a spe- 
cial parking meter committee headed by Councillor George 
Burke and including Councillors Carl W. Anderson and 
James S. McCormack, were passed by the city council and 
sent to the mayor.

Your feet, may be telling 
you something about your 
health. 

Cold Feet 

Are. your feet and toes 
often. chilly?. Peripheral 
arterial. disease- (PAD), or 
poor circulation, may. be thé 
reason. PAD is commonly 
the result of an underlying 
disease, such as high blood 
pressure, heart disease, dia- 
betes, hypothyroidism, : hy- 
percholesterolemia; or ane- 
mia. Smoking is also closely 
linked.'to PAD. Peripheral. 
neuropathy (nerve damage). 
is another condition’, that 
may. also make your feet 
feel cold. 

Additionally, Raynaud’s 
disease: makes hands and 
feet appear blotchy and blu- 
ish in cold weather. This 
may be linked with rheu- 
matoid arthritis, ‘Sjégren’s 
disease, or lupus, and is re- 
ferred to as Raynaud’s phe- 
nomenon. 


Foot Pain 
Statistics show that four 
out of five women complain 
of foot pain from their shoes, 


however there may be an . 


underlying condition caus- 
ing the problem. High heels 
or poorly fitting shoes can 
exacerbate everyday foot 
conditions such as bunions, 


neuromas, hammertoes, and 


ingrown toenails. Also, 
postmenopausal women can 


_ Suffer from osteoporosis, 


which puts them at a higher 


zisk fora stress ‘fracture, a 


smiall crack in the bone. 
Heel Pain -, 
Plantar ‘fasciitis is the 
most common cause of heel 
pain. The plantar fascia is a 
large, wide ligament at the 
bottom of the foot that at- 
taches to the heel and can 
become inflamed. This re- 
sults in a sharp pain in the 
heel, which may be most 
noticeable when taking your 
first steps in the morning or 
after sitting. 
Other causes of heel pain 
are bone spurs, stress frac- 


tures, bone tumors, infec- 
tions, bursitis, neuritis, and 
arthritis. 

Dragging Your Feet 

A variation in the way 
you. walk may be the ini- 
tial sigh of an underlying 
medical condition. It may 
manifest itself as a slower or 
wider gait, imbalance, foot 
dragging, and tripping. One 
common cause is peripheral 
neuropathy, which is a slow 
loss of sensation that causes 
numbness and sometimes 
a burning sensation of the 
feet. Peripheral neuropathy 
is most commonly seen in 
diabetics but may also be 
a consequence of alcohol- 
ism, infection, vitamin de- 
ficiency, lower back’ nerve 
impingement, or exposure 
to heavy metals. 

Clubbed Toes 

Clubbing of the toes re- 
fers to the structural shape 
of the toes. The nails are 
curved and rounded at the 
top, somewhat like an up- 
side-down spoon.

“dated figures released last 
week in the latest quarterly 
opioid-related overdose 
deaths report by the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Public Health. | 

For the first three months 
of 2019, preliminary data 
shows. 497 confirmed and 
estimated opioid-related 
overdose deaths. 

According. to the report, 
there were 39 opioid-related 
overdose deaths. in Quincy 
in 2018 compared to 40 in 
2017. There were 38, 47 and 
45 deaths in 2014, 2015 and 
2016 respectively in Quincy.. 

The. decline in opioid- 
related .overdose deaths is 
occurring despite the persis- 
tent presence of the. deadly 
synthetic opioid fentanyl. 
In 2018, fentanyl was pres- 
ent in the toxicology of 89 
percent of those who died of 
an opioid-related overdose 
and had a toxicology screen, 
The presence of some. stim- 
ulants such as cocaine and 
amphetamines has also been 
increasing in opioid-related 


overdose deaths since 2017, . 


while the presence of heroin 
or likely heroin in. opioid- 
related overdose deaths has 
been declining since 2014. 
In 2018, the total number 
of confirmed and estimated 
opioid-related 
deaths was 2,033. That’s 17 


fewer. deaths than the 2,050 


confirmed and estimated in 
2017. By comparison, there 


overdose’ 


were 2,100 confirmed opi- 
oid-related overdose deaths 
in 2016, 

Among the findings of 
the latest opioid report are: 
* Although the presence 


overdose deaths continues 
to rise, the 2018 opioid- 
related overdose death rate 
(29.4 per 100,000 people) 
is. an estimated 4 percent de- 
crease from 2016 (30,6 per 
100,000 people). 

¢ The percentage of opi- 
oid-related overdose deaths 
where prescription drugs 
were present trended. down- 
ward from 2014 through 
2016 and has remained sta- 
ble since then. In the fourth 
quarter, of 2018, approxi- 
mately 13 percent of opioid- 
related overdose deaths had 
prescription opioids present 
in toxicology. 

¢ Since 2017, the pres- 
ence of some stimulants 
such as cocaine and amphet- 
amines in opioid-related 
overdose deaths has been in- 
creasing. In the fourth quar- 
ter of 2018, cocaine was 
present in about 39 percent 


. of these deaths and amphet- 


amines were present in ap- 


. proximately 9 percent. 


*. The confirmed opioid- 
related overdose death rates 
for females of all races and 
ethnicities increased in 2018 
compared with 2017, while 
the death rates for males 
of all races and ethnicities 
decreased during the same 
period. However, males 
comprised 72. percent of 
all ‘opioid related overdose 
deaths in 2018. 

* The confirmed opioid- 


related overdose death rate 
for non-Hispanic _ black 
men decreased from 2017 
to 2018 and returned to a 
similar rate as seen in 2016. 
However, the death rate 
among Hispanic men re- 
mains ‘virtually unchanged 
since 2016. 

¢ In the first quarter of 
2019 there were just over 
518,000 Schedule II opioid 
prescriptions. reported to 
the Massachusetts: Prescrip- 
tion Monitoring . Program 
(MassPAT); this is a notable 
decrease from the previous 
quarter and a 39 percent de- 
crease from the first quarter 
of 2015; when there were 
841,990 Schedule II opioid 
prescriptions, 

¢ In the first quarter of 


‘2019, registered MassPAT 


providers conducted — ap- 
proximately. 1.86. million 
searches, which represented 
an increase of approximate- 
ly 90,000 searches since the 
previous quarter. 

* Roughly 239,000 in- 
dividuals in Massachusetts 
received. prescriptions for 
Schedule II opioids in the 
first quarter of 2019; this 
is nearly a 39 percent de- 
crease from the first quarter 
of 2015, when there were 
390,532 individuals receiv- 
ing these prescriptions. 

- © In 2018, the-.greatest 
number of suspected opioid- 
related overdoses treated by 
Emergency Medical. Ser- 
vices (EMS) continued to 
be among males ages 25-34, 
accounting for 25 percent 
of opioid-related incidents 
with a known age and gen- 


derlying cause is lung dis- 
ease or lung cancer. Other 
causes are heart defects 
present at birth, cystic fi- 
brosis, celiac disease, liver 
disease, thyroid disease, 
and Hodgkin’s lymphoma. 
In some cases, clubbing of 
the toes may just be a fam- 
ily trait where no underlying 
disease exists. 
Swollen Feet 

Swelling of the feet may 

be temporary from pro- 


_longed standing or sitting 


in one position. In contrast, 
persistent swelling -of the 
feet and legs maybe an in- 
dication of a serious under- 
lying medical condition, 
including = cardiovascular 
problems such as conges- 
tive heart failure, poor 
blood circulation, or venous 
insufficiency. It may also be 
a problem with one’s lym- 
phatic system. Other causes 
of swelling are infections 
(cellulitis), kidney or thy- 
roid disorders, and even a 
blood clot in the leg. 

Sores That Don’t Heal 

Sores on the feet that 
don’t heal are concerning. 
The main causes are infec- 
tion, repetitive abnormal 
pressure and poor circu- 
lation. Diabetics are par- 
ticularly vulnerable to non- 
healing wounds of the feet 
because of their diminished 
sensation, circulation, and 
healing capabilities. In some 
cases, non-healing wounds 
are due to a foreign body or 


even a type of skin cancer. 


Non-healing wounds of the 
feet should be evaluated and 
treated promptly.

Pain in the Big Toe . 

The sudden onset of red- 
ness, pain, and swelling of 
the big toe joint is a classic 
example of gout. However, 
various conditions can pres- 
ent this way. They include 
osteoarthritis. of the big toe 
joint, hallux bunion defor- 
mity, fracture, infection 
of the joint, or even an in- 
grown toenail. 

Itchy Feet 

The most common cul- 
prit of itchy feet is athlete’s 
foot. This is a fungal infec- 
tion called tinea’ pedis. It 
may emerge as a sCaling red 
rash at the bottom of the feet 
and/or painful cracks in the 
skin between the toes. 

Contact dermatitis is 
another common cause of 
itchy feet. It is precipitated 
by a reaction from chemi- 
cals, soaps, creams, or even 
socks and shoes. In most 
cases, obtaining the proper 
diagnosis and applying the 
appropriate topical creams 
can be effective in relieving 
the itch. 

Foot Spasms 

That sudden, sharp pain 
in the foot causing your toes 
to contract or spread most 
likely is a foot spasm. Foot 
spasms can be triggered by 
a variety of conditions, most 
typically from overuse and 
fatigue of the foot muscles 
as well as dehydration. 

Other causes may be 
electrolyte imbalances in 
your body or deficiencies 
of magnesium, © calcium, 
potassium, or vitamin D. 
Conditions that can affect

hormone levels, such as 
pregnancy and thyroid dis- 
ease, also may produce foot 
spasms. Keeping hydrated 
and wearing proper shoes 
can be helpful. 
Yellow Toenails 

Onychomycosis is a fun- 
gal infection of the nails that 
causes discoloration and 
thickening of the toenails 
and may result in yellow 
toenails. Other causes can 
be diseases such as lymph- 
edema, arthritic conditions, 
lung disease, or even repeti- 
tive trauma to the nails from 
tight shoe gear and athletic 
activities. 

Pitting of the Nails 

Nail pitting is most fre- 
quently seen in people who 
suffer from psoriasis. Ap- 
proximately 50% of people 
who suffer from psoriasis 
will experience this con- 
dition. Trauma to the nail 
growth plate or nail bed can 
also result in a pitted ap- 
pearance with ridges. Sar- 
coidosis and bacterial and/ 
or fungal infections may 
also cause pitting of the toe- 
nails.

AMAC Warns Of More Social Security Phone Scams 


Robocall Social Secu- 
rity Administration scams 
are on the rise. The Federal 
Trade Commission [FTC] 
says SSA telephone shake- 
downs specifically targeting 
senior citizens now surpass 
phony IRS calls, accord- 
ing to the Association of 
Mature American Citizens 
(AMAC). 

For the past few years 
fake IRS calls topped the 
list of complaints received 


by the FTC. “But the new 


SSA scam is trending in 
the same direction — with 
a vengeance. People filed 
over 76,000 reports about 
Social Security imposters 
in the past 12 months, with 
reported losses of $19 mil- 
lion,” according to the FTC. 

AMAC president Dan 
Weber notes that at its peak, 
between October 2015 and 


September 2016, losses 
from IRS scams reached 


$17 million. Meanwhile; in . 


just two months, February 
and March of this year, the 
FTC received some 36,000 
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complaints from individuals 
who received Social Securi- 
ty calls. And, $6.7 million in 
reported losses were logged. 

Weber says that. “these 
con men are ‘phishing’ for 
Social Security numbers 
that canbe used to commit 
all kinds of online crime. 
They can use stolen SS ac- 
counts to take out loans 
in your name, leaving you 
holding: the bag. In addition, 
while they are at it,.they of- 
ten try to extort money from 
you. Meanwhile, the solu- 


‘tion is quite simple — ~ just 


hang up.”. 
- In, addition, AMAC ad- 
vises that -if. you get.such a 


phone call don’t fall for the ~ 


scam even if your caller ID 
shows that the Social Secu- 
rity. Administration is call- 
ing you. The SSA.does not 
make threats. In fact, you 
should never give out your 
SS number, your bank ac- 
count number or any such 
sensitive personal informa- 
tion to anyone who calls you 


out of the blue-- especially

Center featuring 75 resi- 
dential units and four store- 
fronts, including one that 
could house.a brewery, tap- 
room and restaurant. .

‘lic meeting on the plan at 


7 p.m. on Thursday, May 
30, inside the auditorium at 
Quincy High School, 100 
Coddington St. 

The developer, ‘ Eric 
Zhang of Bayfort Hold- 
ings LLC, owns the prop- 
erties at 21-29 Beale St., 
51-55 Cushing St.’ and 65- 
67 Chapman St. The prop- 
erties contain. about 28,000 
square feet of space and are 
located within a business C 
zoning district, according to 
Zhang’s attorney, .Edward 
Fleming, The existing re- 
tail building on Beale Street 
would be razed, along with 
the four-family houses at 55 
Cushing St. and 65 Chap- 
man St. 

The new building would 
include four storefronts 
along Beale Street, a two- 
story parking garage in the 
rear of the site, and 75 resi- 
dential units on the upper 
floors. The retails spaces 
would range in size from 
963 square feet to 6,125 


square feet, Fleming said. 
That would iriclude a two- 


story retail unit, with a full 


basement, on the corner of 
Beale and Chapman Streets 
that could house a potential 
brewery, taproom and res- 
taurant. 

The building would 
range in height from four 
stories in the ‘rear to seven 
stories along Beale Street, 
Fleming said. It would in- 
clude an exterior courtyard, 
a fitness facility that would 
offer memberships. to the 
community and a meeting 
room. The proposal also in- 
cludes widened sidewalks 
along Beale Street. 

The ‘project would re- 
quire approval from the 
Planning Board and Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Zhang’s proposal is the 
second for Wollaston Center 
unveiled in recent weeks. 
Miao Kun “Michael” Fang 
in April released plans to 
build a six-story, 63-unit 
residential: building at 10 
Beale St., which was for- 
merly home to the Wollas- 
ton Theater.

_ What Social Security 
Benefit Will My Wife | 
Get If I Die? 


By RUSSELL GLOOR | 


. Dear Rusty: I am 69 and have been holding off on col- 
lecting my Social Security payment until I’m 70 on the as- 
sumption that my wife would collect my benefit if I died 


_ first. My thought was that she would collect the monthly 


benefit I will earn at age 70 in the event of my death. Now 
a Social Security employee is telling me she would only be 
entitled to what my benefit would have been at age 66 (my 
full retirement age). That is about an $800 drop in monthly 


benefits from what I thought it would be. My wife is a year 


younger’ than me, much healthier than I am, has mostly 
worked part time arid she started collecting her SS* at age 
62 and gets about $700 a month. So, is the Social Security 
employee correct? Signed: Concerned Husband 

Dear Concerned: The Social Security employee you 
spoke with might have misunderstood your question. It 
sounds like the answer you wete given pertained to the ben- 
efit your wife is entitled to as your spouse while you are liv- 
ing, which is based upon your “primary insurance amount,” 
or “PIA” (your PIA is the amount you were due at your full 
retirement age, or “FRA”). 

When you claim your increased benefit at age 70 your 
wife can apply for her spousal benefit, which will be based 
on your FRA benefit amount (not the increased amount 
you'll get by waiting until age 70 to claim). She gets that 
spousal benefit if it is more than she is receiving on her own 
work record, which from what you’ve told me it will be. 
What actually happens is that she will continue to get her 
own benefit and she will also get a supplemental amount 
to make her total Social Security benefit equal to what she 
is entitled to as your spouse. That amount will be a bit less 
than half of your FRA benefit because she took her own 
benefit at age 62 (claiming Social Security early doesn’t 
only affect one’s own benefit, it affects their spousal benefit 
also). The spousal benefit your wife gets when you claim at 
age 70 will continue for as long as you are living. 

But the Social Security benefit rules are different for your 
wife as your widow and your survivor. If you predecease 
your wife, her spousal benefit from your work record, as de- 
scribed above, will discontinue and she will be switched to 
her survivor’s benefit. That survivor’s benefit will be 100% 
of the benefit amount you were receiving at your death, in- 
stead of the lower amount she was receiving as your spouse 
when you were living. So, your original assumption is cor- 
rect — as your widow your wife will get 100% of the in- 
creased benefit you were receiving when you pass. The So- 
cial Security employee was incorrect by telling you that, if 
you pass, your wife will only get what you were due at your 
full retirement age; instead she’ 1) get the full amount of your 
current Social Security benefit (your full age 70 benefit, plus 
any COLA adjustments made after your claim).

Quincy and the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
are likely headed back to 
the bargaining table as the 


next step in the federal law- 


suit brought against the city 
for alleged violations of the 
Clean Water. Act, Mayor 
Thomas Koch said i in a re- 
cent interview. | 

The mayor also discussed 
Boston’s plan to build a new 
bridge to Long Island and . 
Quincy’s goal of launching 
a year-round ferry service 
from Squantum Point Park. 

Andrew Lelling, the U.S. 
attorney for the District of 
Massachusetts, announced 
the filing of the federal law- 
suit in March. Lelling and 
the EPA allege the city has 
been allowing sewage and 
untreated wastewater to dis- 
charge into Boston Harbor 
and adjoining waterways for 
the past decade, in violation 
of the Clean Water Act. 

Koch, who is fighting 
the lawsuit, said in a _recent 
interview he anticipates 
a judge will send the two 
sides to mediation; officials 
from the city and the EPA 
had been at the table for a 
year discussing the matter 
prior to the filing of the fed- 
eral lawsuit. 

The mayor re-iterated he 
would not sign a consent 

decree requiring the city to 
commit tens of millions of 
dollars or more to sewer and - 
“I expect a judge to say, 
‘can’t you guys work this 
out?’ I expect that prob- 
ably at some point we’ll be 
in some kind of mediation 
process and that’s the ap- 
proach,” Koch said. 

“I don’t see myself sign- 
ing’ a consent decree com- 
mitting the city to $100 to 
$200 million over the next 
ten years that we don’t nec- 
essarily have. We’re spend- 
ing $4 to $6 million a year 
now on sewer and drainage 
upgrades. We’re not a com- 
munity that’s ignored this 
issue.” 

Koch said his adminis- 
tration and his predecessors’ 
administrations have long 
understood the importance 
of protecting the waters sur- 
rounding Quincy. The city, 
he noted, brought the law- 
suit against the state that 
lead to the cleanup of Bos- 
ton Harbor. 

“What really goes up my 
keister is the EPA is so arro- 
gant to come out with their 
judgement on communities. 
We don’t need the EPA to 
tell us what’s important to 
us,” Koch said. “If you look 
back, not just this adminis- 
tration, you go back to May- 
or Phelan, Mayor Sheets, 
Mayor McCauley — it was 
Mayor McCauley’s admin- 
istration that sued the MDC 
that started the creation of 
the MWRA which led to the 
Boston Harbor cleanup. 

“The waters we swim in 
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today are 100 times cleaner 
than-when we were kids and 
we didn’t know any better. 
So, we’ve come a long way 
and we continue to spend 
money every year.” 

~ Koch, who spoke to a 
group of municipal officials 
gathered to discuss environ- 
mental issues’ prior to the 
interview, said the EPA for- 
merly partnered with local 
communities but no longer 
does so. 

“If you look back to the 
‘60s and “70s and even into 
the early ‘80s, the EPA was 
a partner with communities, 
and they used to offer 75 
percent reimbursement to 
do projects. Then, it kind of 
turned, crossed this thresh- 
old, and they became like 
a law enforcement agency 
and it became us versus 
them rather than gover- 
ment levels collaborating 
with each other. It’s unfortu- 
nate,” Koch said. 

* “I spoke today about 
how I believed when I was 
brought up there were three 
branches of government, 
but today there are four 
~ the fourth being bureau- 
cracy. They don’t answer 
to anybody. I’ve said it re- 
spectively to Congressman 
Lynch and former congress- 
man Delahunt that Con- 
gress has given its power 
away. A congressman has 
to scream and holler now to 
get a meeting with an EPA 
rep about something in their 
district..In the- old days, 
when they spoke the agen- 
cies jumped; they represent 
the people and the agencies 


ought to jump. Now, the ar- . 


rogance, particularly of the 
EPA, in my opinion is way 
out of control. 

“The federal government 
didn’t create states and cit- 
ies and towns. The colonies 
and states created the fed- 
eral government. It’s getting 
a little backwards, I think, 
with Big Brother trying to 
control everything.” 

Boston Mayor Marty 
Walsh announced his plan to 
build a new bridge to Long 
Island and open a compre- 
hensive, long-term recovery 
facility on the 225-acre is- 
land in January 2018. Long 
Island was previously home 
to a homeless shelter before 
the old Long Island Bridge 
was closed in 2014, and 
later demolished, because 
its span had fallen into dis- 
repair. The buildings on the 
island remain intact. 

Koch and other Quincy 
Officials were quick to op- 
pose constructing the bridge, 
concerned about traffic it 
would bring to Squantum. 
The bridge would connect 
Long Island to Moon Island, 
the latter of which is within 
Quincy’s city limits and 
is accessible only through 
Squantum. 

Koch said he has worked 
with Walsh on several other 
issues, but does not believe 
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the two sides will come to 
any agreement regarding the 
bridge. 

“I see Marty at. Metro 
Mayor’s meetings. There 
are other issues we’re work- 
ing together on — housing 
issues in the Metro Boston 
area, traffic improvements 
~ so it’s not a one-issue rela- 
tionship we have. There are 
other things we talk about,” 
Koch said..“We’re not go- 
ing to see eye-to-eye on this 
one, We’re just not.” 

“Working something out 
means for me to agree to 
the bridge...I just can’t see 
myself doing that,” Koch 


Boston has said it would. 


take steps to minimize the 
impact on Squantum dur- 
ing construction of the new 
bridge. Barges would be 
used to bring pieces of the 
bridge to the site, for ex- 
ample, though construction 
workers would still have to 
drive through Quincy streets 
to get to the site. 

Koch said his concern is 
about traffic that would be 
generated once the bridge is 
open. 

“The issue for traffic 
wasn’t for the bridge’ con- 
struction. The issue for traf- 
fic is once the bridge goes 
up, the amount of traffic that 
will go through Quincy to 
get to Long Island. That’s 
been the sticking point,” he 
said. 

Boston has not yet shared 
plans for the recovery cam- 
pus that.would be located 
on Long Island, Koch said. 
Quincy officials are con- 
cerned about future devel- 
opment once the bridge 
opens. 

“We still don’t know 
what the plan is,” Koch said. 
“They talk about a campus 
for folks in need battling ad- 
diction and I’m all in favor, 

but what does that mean? 
Are we talking about over- 
night beds? Are we talking 
about detox? Are we talking 
about people in transition 
where they have a place to 
live and go into work each 
day? I don’t know what that 
means. 

“That has implications, 
what it means. If people are 
driving to and from Long 
Island every day and you’ ve 
got 600 to 800 patients out 
there and they are driving, 
that’s going to be a hell of 
traffic impact to the people 
of Squantum. You’ve still 
got. another 100 acres on 
that island that down the 
road could be developed, 
and the only access point is 
the bridge.” 

If Walsh were to give as- 
surances the island would 
not .be opened up for de- 
velopment, Koch said that 
might not be enough be- 
cause a future Boston mayor 
might not have to honor that 
commitment. 

“I guess I would say to 
that, who is the mayor after 
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Marty Walsh, and will they 
live up to that. I don’t know 
that he can tie a future may- 
or to such an agreement,” 
Koch said. 

Boston has said the 
bridge would cost $92 mil- 
lion to build, which the city 

would fund on its own. Bos- 
ton plans to re-use most of 
the pilings that supported 
the old Long Island Bridge, 
which opened to traffic in 
1951. 

Koch said he believes the 
bridge will cost more than 
Boston’s projections and 
the money would be better 
spent building a recovery 
campus on the mainland. 

“I still argue that the 
bridge is going to be $150 
million, not $93 million, 
and that those buildings 
out there,-which go back to 
the ‘20s, need everything,” 
Koch said. “If the city of 
Boston can find the hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars 
needed to bring that place 
back, I would think on 
the. mainland their dollars 
would go a lot further and 
have an immediate impact 
on people that need it now. 

“] think Marty Walsh is a 
good guy — I certainly have 
great respect for Marty as a 
colleague — but I don’t be- 
lieve in warehousing people 
out on an island. I just don’t 
think that’s the approach.” 

If Boston does open the 
campus on Long Island, 


Koch said ferries would - 
-be a less expensive way to 


transport people back. and 
forth. He noted a 2002 study 
commissioned by then Bos- 
ton Mayor Thomas Menino 
backed the use of a ferry to 
access Long Island. 

“They made a case the 
ferry would be more expen- 
sive over time,” Koch said 
of Walsh’s administration. 
“I don’t buy’ that. Menino 
-had a report when he was 
mayor that showed the ferry 
was the way to go for the fa- 
ture of the island. 

“You’ve got Thompson 
Island — how do they get to 
and from there? You’ve got 
youth problems. there’ all 
the time. There is no road 
or bridge. They take a ferry. 


Georges Island — there is all 
kinds of activity out there — 
they take a ferry. 

“J just don’t buy Ne | 
don’t know why they’re so 
stubborn on it, I really don’t, 
unless they have a bigger 
plan for that island.” 

Quincy has partnered 
with the town of Winthrop 
since the summer of 2016 
to offer a seasonal ferry 
from Squantum Point Park 
near Marina Bay to down- 
town Boston. Koch has said 
the seasonal ferry could be 
the first step in starting a 
year-round service between 
Squantum Point Park and 
Boston. 

Earlier this spring, the 
non-profit Boston Harbor 
Now released a study of the 
future of water transporta- 
tion in: Boston Harbor. The 
study called for a ferry that 
would connect Quincy to 
Long Wharf in Downtown 
Boston, potentially with a 
stop at Columbia Point in 
Dorchester, near the home 
of UMass Boston. 

Koch said the non-prof- 
it’s report supports Quincy 
position seeking the new 
ferry service. . 

“Boston Harbor .Now 
released that business plan 
that showed Quincy should 


be one of three locations 


in Boston Harbor for per- 
manent ferry service. That 
was an objective outside 
group putting that together. 
It backs up what we’ve been 
saying,” Koch said. 
“I’m hopeful that we’ll 
get to the point at~some 


, point one of these years 


where there is a permanent, 
year-round ferry service op- 
erating out of Marina Bay. 
We are applying for some 
federal funding to complete- 
ly rebuild the pier and deal 
with some of those ADA is- 
sues. 

“But you’ve got an 800- 
car parking lot right there. 
You’ve got deep water right 
there. The Marina is there. 
The pier is there — it needs 
some work, but the pier is 
there. We’re not re-invent- 
ing the wheel here. It would 
be a great starting point.” .

Winthrop on the seasonal 
ferry on a year-to-year ba- 
sis, Koch said. More people 
would likely ride the ferry 
if it ran year-round — Win- 
throp’s ferry can’t, because 
it has a fiberglass hull — and 
if its schedule had better 
departure and arrival times 
for commuters riding to and 
from Quincy. 

“The program we have 
ongoing is a pilot program 
with the town of Winthrop — 
it’s their boat. It just keeps it 
alive,” Koch said: “If people 
are going to change habits 
— and habits are tough to 
change —'I think they want 
it- more dependable, year- 
round and more options for 
times. I think once we get to 
that point, you'll see it grow. 

“Hingham wasn’t a huge 
hit right off the bat. It took 
a few years before people 
bought into it and relied 
on it and enjoyed it. It’s 
not a bad gig to jump on a 


‘boat and read a book while 


you’re not having to worry 
about the traffic or fighting 
through the turnstile at the 
train station.” 

Koch does not anticipate 
the ferry service adding to 
traffic in the area. He said 
most commuters who would 
use it are either driving 
through Quincy now or live

One elevator 
in each of the buildings will 
be worked on at a time, with 
the other elevator remaining 
in service. 

“There are state procure- 
ment laws and there -are 
regulations we have to fol- 


‘low,” Marathas said. “The 


first thing we have to do 
is hire a designer. The de- 
signer will design the new 
components so hopefully 
they’re not components that 
are going to be gone five 
years from now and they are 
going to be something that 
is available for a long period 
of time. 


“Then, it will go ‘out to 
bid. It legally has to be pro- 
cured, so we will put it out 
to bid and. the bid response 
time is probably a month 
or two. Then we will award 
it and they will order the 
equipment and then they’ll 
start the process.- _ 

“The only negative thing 
is, there is always going to 
be one elevator down while 
that one is being rebuilt. So, 
for a period of six months to 
a year, all three buildings are 
pretty much going to have 
one elevator down while it 
is being modernized.” 

The Housing Authority is 
in the process of completing 
three projects in German- 
town, which should be com- 
pleted by the end of June. 

The agency received a 
grant from the state Office 
of Energy and Environmen- 
tal Affairs last year for two 
playgrounds in Snug Har- 
bor. The Jean Kennedy Play- 
ground will be replaced with 
a half basketball court and a 
brand-new playground area. 
A new splash pad and bas- 
ketball court will open on 
Taffrail Road, where .a bas- 
ketball court is now located.

UPDATE ON A PAST “JOB WELL DONE”: Back in 
November 2018, Officer Paul Foley made an arrest and no- 
tified Customs and Border Protection for help in locating the 
Identity theft victim who resided in Puerto Rico. 

Excerpt from the November 2018 report: “The 36-year- 
old.male from Roxbury was placed under arrest and trans- 
ported to the station for booking on the charges of marked 
lanes, defective equipment, unlicensed operator of a motor 
vehicle, identity fraud, forgery, uttering, fraudulently ob- 
taining a Mass. driver’s license, false name to police, op- 
erating an unregistered/uninsured motor vehicle. The male 
uttered the same stolen identity when he was arrested by 
Medford Police in 2016 for possession with intent to distrib- 
ute heroin and cocaine.” Both of those charges are open out 
of Somerville District Court.

Matthew Maderos, a 


13-year-old Quincy resi- 
dent, volunteered to clean 
the four headstones that 
were not replaced because 
they were still readable, 
Bouchard said. 

Workers with the cem- 
etery department are also 
in the process of stripping 
down and repainting the 
four Civil War-era cannons 
located that sit at Mount 
Wollaston Cemetery. That 
work will likewise be done 
in time for Memorial Day, 
Bouchard said, using sup- 
plies the city already had on 
hand. 

The cannons, which 
weigh 3.5 tons each, were 
formerly housed aboard 
the USS Constitution. The 
32-pounders — the weight of 
a single shot that could be 
fired from each — were made 
by the Cyrus Alger Co. of 
Boston. The firm, originally 
known as the South Boston 
Iron Company, provided 
heavy artillery to the US. 
government during the War 
of 1812 and the Civil War. 

The cannons at Mount 
Wollaston Cemetery were 
tested at Nut Island in 1848 
by naval ordinance inspec- 
tors Thomas Durnin and 
Andrew Harwood. 

The cannons were do- 
nated to the city by the Paul 
J. Revere Post #88 of the 
Grand Army of the Republic 
in 1897. Congressman A. H. 
Atwood helped procure the 
cannons from the Charles- 
town Navy Yard. 


While at Columbia Uni- 
versity, Christian Di Spigna 
started his research on Dr. 
Joseph Warren. A friend of 
John and Abigail Adams, 
Dr. Warren was killed in 
the Battle of Bunker Hill 
on June 17, 1775. Dying so 
early in the Revolutionary 
War, Dr. Warren has been 
overshadowed.

The reverter clause, he 
explained, was first includ- 
ed in the 1999 deed that saw 
the then Quincy Hospital 
sold by the city toa non-

Steward Health 
Care acquired the hospital 
in 2011 and when Steward 
sold it to FoxRock in 2016 
for $12 million. FoxRock

day it acquired the hospital 


~ site. FoxRock’s 2016. agree- 
ment with the city required 
the company to lease out 
-150,000 square feet of space 
- for medical uses at either 
the Quincy Medical Center 
or Ross Lot site, or both, 
for at least seven years, or 


pay $4.25 million. to the 


city to terminate the reverter 
clause. 

Timmins said FoxRock 
could challenge the validity 
of the reverter clause in Land 
Court if the company were 
allowed to build the medical 
office building on the Ross 
Lot. Steward, he said, had 
threatened to challenge the 
validity of the reverter prior 
to selling to FoxRock; Stew- 
atd contended the Whitwell 
Street facility was obsolete 
because the company, the 
city and the non-profit entity 
were all unsuccessful there. 

Even if the reverter 
clause were not challenged 
in court, Timmins said it 
would expire in 2029 under 
state law that limits the life 

of such clauses to 30 years. 

“Hypothetically, we may 
not have a medical use there 
and we may not have one in 
the downtown,” he said, if 
the reverter expired.

It is a service flag designed 
in 1917 that identified a 
family that had someone 
in service. during the war.
